GIVES AWAY MILLIONS. 


Pardridge, Objecting to Wil! Contests, 
Distributes His Fortune in Life. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May. 19.—Charles W. Par- 
dridge, real estate holder and part owner 
of Hillman’s State Street Store, believes 
in distributing wealth while he is alive 
rather than leaving it all only to be tied 
up perhaps by litigation after his death. 
So while robust and hearty, he to-day put 
more than $2,000,000 worth of property 
into the hands of the Northern Trust 
Company to hold in trust for his four 
children. 

The property is to be shared equally 
between the sons, Edward W. and Albert 
J. Pardridge, and the daughters, Evelyn, 
now the Princess Engalitcheff, and May, 
the wife of William D. Sargent of Orange, 
N. J. Albert J. is to be the manager of 
the property. Included in the assignment 
of realty is a. deed to the land occupied 
by the Boston Store, estimated to be 
worth $1,275,000, and producing a ground 
rent annually of $51,000. Another deed 
covers the Reliance Building at State and 
Adams Streets, valued by the Board of 
Review at $925,595. The property values 
amount in all to $2,200,595. 

‘“‘ All there is in the transaction is that 
I decided to distribute the property to my 
children, and have done so,’ said Mr. 
Pardridge when asked about the move. 

“Then you like to see property distrib- 
uted by your own hands?” suggested the 
interviewer. 

‘‘ Yes, that is my feeling to an extent,”’ 
responded Mr. Pardridge. 

Mr. Pardridge was told that the dis- 
tribution had given rise to a theory that 
he was contemplating matrimony. 

‘‘ Ridiculous,’”’ he responded, good-hu- 
morediy. ‘‘ Why, I haven’t the shadow 
of an idea of such a thing.’’ 

Mr. Pardridge is a man of quiet habits. | 
He lives with his son, E. W. Pardridge, 
at 3,200 Michigan Avenue, and finds recre- 


ation in the evenings driving about. 

While his face would be a strange one 
on the Board of Trade, it has been nis 
fortune to make large sums of money in 
speculation. He first made a big mark 
on the blackboards in 1902, getting awav 
with what generally is believed to have 
amounted in itself to a fortune. In June, 
1907, he won $1,500,000 out of the vrheat 
pit, giving his orders through brokerage 
firms. ° 

Mr. Pardridge was the founder of the 
Boston Store. After disposing of his in- 
terest in it he became interested in 
Hillman’s. His Career on State Street 
has been that of a successful merchant. 

Financial gossip has it that during the 
panic of 1907 Mr. Pardridge had,enough 
ready money to loan to persons who 
needed it badly and that he relieved the 
pressing needs of many business men.

Thus Introduces Mrs. ‘Taft to 
World’s Sunday School Conven- 
tion After Chautauqua Salute. - 








GIVES PRAISE TO THE WORK 





Does What Public Schools Cannot Do, 
‘ He Says—Negroes Excluded from: 
_ Sunday School Parade. 





WASHINGTON, May 19.—Mrs. Taft 
made her first public appearance since 
she was taken ill about a year ago at to- 
night’s session’ of the World’s Sunday 
School Association, .whither she accom- 
panied the President. Mr. Taft intro- 


duced her to the immense audience as 


« fhe real President of the United States.” 

This happened after the President had 
finished his speech. The Rev. Dr. P. B. 
Meyer, who was in the chair, mentioned 
Mrs. Taft's presence, whereupon Mr. Taft 
took her by the hand and led her up into 
the speakers’ stand. Loud applause greet- 
ed her appearance. 

To-night’s convention hall was surround- 
ed by a-crowd fully as large as the 6,000 
within the big structure, Mr. Taft's en- 
trance was greeted with the Chautauqua 
salute of fluttering handkerchiefs, fol- 
lowed by hand clapping, and in his speech 
his praises of the Sunday school were 
cheered to the echo again and again. 

‘It is one of the two or three great in- 
strumentalities,’’ he declared, “ for mak- 
ing the world better, more moral and 
more religious, As the twig is bent, so 
the tree is inclined; and youth ts the time 
to inculcate for results, moral and relig- 
ious ideas. No matter what views are 
taken of general education, we all agree, 
Protestant, Catholic, and Jew, that Sun- 
day school education is necessary to se- 
cure moral uplift and religious spirit.’’ 

Dr. Meyer of England, President of the 
association, in introducing President Taft, 
declared that for the past twenty years 
he ‘‘had prayed for the President of the 
United States every Sunday after vrayer 
for the King of England. “‘ And this,” he 
added, “is a common custom in Eng- 
jand.”’ 

Mr. Taft replitd to this by saying that 
he hoped these prayers would continue. 

‘‘My . experience,” he said, “is that 
these. prayers are needed.”’ : 

Mr. Meyer thanked the President for 
the ‘‘ noble cablegram which he sent when 
King Edward died,” and Mr. Taft replied: 

“The reference to the death of the late 
King and the feeling of mourning on both 
sides of the world brings to mind how 
much such a convention as this means in 
perpetuation of the peace of nations. 

““Our public school education,” he sald, 
“has only secular teaching with ‘the 
teaching of morality in general. But that 
is not enough. There are those whose 
opinions I respect, who feel that it is 
@angerous to have education’ at all unless 
{it is associated with religious training. 
But this has not been fornd practical in 
this country. Therefore, there is need for 
Sunday school education. 

Speaking of the rise of the Sunday 
School movement and of its growth in the 
United States he declared ‘‘a movement 
of such strength should be welcomed in 
every community for the good it is’ dc- 
ing.’’ 

Other speakers at to-night’s meeting 
were the Rev. Dr. Samuel H. Greene of 
this city, former Postmaster General John 
Wanamaker, the Rev. J. Monroe Gib- 
s0n, England; shop Yoitsu, Japan, and 
Bishop Harts6il of Africa.

MINEOLA, L. I., May 19.—Over the 
heads of the big crowd which had watched 
him in four successful flights over the 
Hempstead Plains, Capt. Edward C. Bala- 
win manipulated a Curtiss biplane early 
this evening in one last skim about the 
miniié-and-a-half course.

But the 
air craft was among them. It skimmed 
downward until men and women avoided 
its outspread wings only by throwing 
themselves flat on the ground. Others 
fled to right and left and finally the big, 
machine came to a stumbling halt in the 
very midst of the frightened crowd.

Ball Straight from Home Plate Broke 
Through Becker's Hands and Hit 
Him In the Stomach.

Two men were out, and the umpire 
had just called two strikes and three 
balls when Capt. Andrew Towart, 14 
years old, of the ‘‘ Young Websters,” 
faced Harry Becker, the fourteen-year- 
old pitcher of the “ Young Twilights”’ 
for the decisive hall in a game of base- 
ball in ‘a vacant lot at 149th Street and 
Gerard Avenue, the Bronx, late yesterday 
afternoon. 

Young Becker, who had been star 
pitcher on the Townsend Harris High 
School team last year until he was dis- 
abled by a batted ball, curled himseli 
up for a fancy throw. The ball, a smail 
leather-covered sphere of twisted rub- 
ber bands, shot toward the batter, and 
@ moment later whizzed at comet speed 
from Towart’s bat, directly back at the 
pitcher. So swift was its rebound that 
it shot through Becker’s clenched hands 
and buried itself with a thud in the pit 
of his stomach. 

The boy's face went instantly white. 
But the next moment he had thrown the 
ball with swift, accurate aim to first 
base, putting Towart out. Bven the um- 
pire, Robert Regatta, 15 years old, of 
277 Hast 1484 Street could not help ad- 
miring Becker's ‘* nerve.’’ 

“Fine work!’ he shouted. 

Then the boys on both teams, looking 
back to the. pitcher, saw Becker sink 
to the ground. When they reached him 
his eyes were glazed, and he died be- 
fore Policeman McCormick, whom one of 
the boys calied from the Alexander Ave- 
nue Station, could-summon an ambulance 
from the Lincoln Hospital, 

Young Towart was detained by the 
policeman as a material witness until 
Coroner Schwanecke paroled him later 
‘in the evening. The boys of both teams 
carried the body of their fellow-player 
to his home, at 274 East 146th Street. 
At the sight of them the boy’s mother, 
Mrs. Rosa Becker, fainted away. She 
wae under a physician's care and in @ 
serious condition last night. —

At 12:15 o’clock the air, which had been 
balmy, as on a Summer evening, grew 
decidedly chilly, and the north and north- 
eastern part of the city gradually be- 
came enshrouded in mist. It spread by 
degrees Jover the entire city, enveloping 
the lights on Queensboro. Bridge, which 
had been shining so brightly earlier in the 
evening, in temporary’ gloom.

At 2 o'clock I observed 4 meteor in the 
direction of the eastern sky, plunging 
swiftly in a northeast direction, and 
visible for a fraction over five seconds. 
It resembled at first a pear-shaped ball, 
three times as large as Venus, leaving a 
streak some 5 degrees in length as it 
flashed downward. It appeared about 75 
degrees above the horizon, and disap- 
peared at about 10 degrees in the direc- 
tion to the right of Queensboro Bridge 
as seen from THE TIMES Tower. 

At 2:30 o’clock the moon, ruddy in 
hue, was low down in the western sky. 
Looking again in the direction of the 
eastern horizon, a white mist could be 
seen drifting over the bridge, and reaching 
upward beneath the Square of Pegasus. 
A soft glow of grayish hue now became 
plainly visible, spreading from Pegasus 
as far as Cassiopeia’s chair. The light 
of the moon no longer interfering made 
this observation possible. At 2:34 o’clock 
this soft glow of grayish hue extended in 
the northeastern sky to over the left of 
Queensboro Bridge, as seen by the ob- 
servers in the tower, who also noted a 
dimness in the lights in the direction of 
Flushing Bay. They now seemed to be 





veiled in mist. At 2:40 o’clock the wind 
seemed to rise again, and the watchers 
on the tower. felt cold, but not chilled 
as they had heen between 12:15 and 1:15 
o’clock. 

At 2:45 streamers could be seen reach- 
ing upward from the northeast away un- 
der Gamma Pegasus, and curving upward 
through Aquarius, as far as Altair, the 
bright. blue star in Aquila. At its widest 
part, just beneath the first magnitude 
star Altair, the width of the band was 
about ten degrees, and throughout its 
length had a brilliance equal to that of 
the Milky Way, near which it terminated. 
The path of this band of light was very 
nearly that along which the comet was 
last seen by the observer. The band of 
light remained visible until a little after

The: second meteor of the evening was 


seen by an observer on the tower be- 
tween 2:40 and 3, but unfortunately the 
writer fails to find record of the exact 
instant of apparition.

PASSED THE SUN ON TIME. 


Carnegie Observers Say the Earth Is 


Close to the Tail. 
MOUNT WILSON, Cal., May 19.—It was 
announced at the Carnegie Observatory 


to-day that Halley’s comet passed the 
sun on sehedule time last evening and the 
Sun rose this morning ahead of the 
nucleus of the wanderer. The earth is 
close to the nearer wall of the tail and 
likely to enter [t- at any moment, accord- 
ing to an cffi.ial statement. 

At 2 o’clock this morning, Pacific Coast 
time, Prof. E. A. Fath, who has been con- 
ducting the observations here, *made this 
statement: 

“The tail of Halley’s comet is this 
morning apparentiy in the, same position 
in regard to the earth that it was at the 
same time yesterda’y morning. This would 
indicate that the earth nus not yet passed 
through the denser portion of the tail. If 
we are in the tail at all it is probably but 
the edge. So far our observations have 
shown no special aurora lights nor have 
any meteors been observea.”’ 

‘‘Dr. Henry N. Russell is an authority 
whose views are entitled to considera- 
tion,’’ said Dr. Fath when informed early 
this morning of the Princeton astron- 
omer’s Opinion that the earth had not yet 
passed through the comet’s tail.

PHENOMENA OBSERVED ABROAD. 


BERLIN, May 19.—The Abercorn was

BAND OF LIGHT WAS THE TAIL. 


Naval Observer Has Another Theory 
of Phenomenon. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 19.—There is no} 
doubt that the broad band of light seen 
this morning from the top of the Times 
Building in New York and reported in 
a jJater edition of THE TiIMgEs,- was the 
tail of Halley’s comet. While all over 
the country. people .who sat up were 
disappointed at the failure of anything 
to happen, from several observatories 
comes confirmation of the fact that the 
comet actually did appear and that con- | 
trary to sciertific forecasts the world 
over it showed in the east. 

Much wonder still exists as to exactly 
what did happen to modify the expected 
course of the visitor. An interesting the- 
ory is advanced by Prof. Asaph Hall 
of the Naval Observatory. According to 
his theory the deep curve that has 
developed in the comet's tail was such 
that after passing through the most 
tenuous part of the tail tne earth was 
inside the curve and still had another 
plunge through the streamer to make 
before getting quite clear. This, in his 
opinion, explains the unlooked for dis- 
covery of the comet in the east as get 
forth in THE Times this morning. 

“The tail of the comet was seen by 

. Morgan,’ said Prof. Hall, ‘a little 
before 2 o’clock this morning. just about 
the time the moon was getting low in 
ihe sky. «A little later several other 
persons connected with the obser- 
vatory. who were watching, saw the, 
tail, which extended from below the hori- 
zon almost up to the Milky Way, or nearly 
eighty degrees. The probable explanation 
of this appearance of the tail is that the 
earth should have passed through it a 
little after 10:30 o’clock last night, but 
instead the tail was seen in the east. 

‘This was probably due to the fact that 
the earth did actually pass through some 
of the less dense parts of the tail, but 
the main part was curyed away so that 
the earth passed through it some hours 
later, the particular time not being 
known.” 

Halley’s comet was not visible to-night 
from the United States Naval Observ- 
atory. The western sky was heavily 
clouded yntil late at night, and the as- 
tronomers at the Observatory were un- 
able to make any observations. Prof. 
Asaph Hall’ of the Naval Observatory 
said that unless, the earth passed through 
the comet’s tail to-night it would not do 
so on this visit of the comet. Indica- 
tions -of atmospheric disturbances were 
noted on the telegraph wires, receiving 
instruments in the telegraph offices emit- 
ting pecullar hissing noises. 

The Capitol Building to-night was trans- 
formed into a temporary astronomical] ob- 
servatory for the benefit of Senators and 
members of the House and their friends. 
Four five-inch telescopes procured by 
Elliott Woods, Superintendent of the ‘Cap- 
itol, from the Naval Observatory were in- 
stalled on the west portico of the build- 
ing, and many statesmen and their friends 
participated in a comet party.

I go 
by the sun spots and faculae. Our dates 
always agree. Therefore, planets and 
sun spots are indissolubly connected. 

‘‘Hailev’s comet may be viewed and 
ranked as a formative planet. Therefore, 
it must have an influence on the sun, and 
consequently with the weather. There 
were two slight and short seismic mani- 
festations at 6:25 P. M. on two instru- 
ments.”’ 

‘“The diameter of the tail at the point 
in which we are especially interested, 
14,000,000 miles from the head, was about 
eight degrees, If the tail at daylight had 
been almost in contact with the earth 
we should have expected the angular 
diameter to be much greater than it was. 
The tail was therefore probably several 
million miles away, in which case the 
earth ani the tail did not meet this morn- 


ing. ; 

“Tf this meeting is delayed until to- 
night then there can be little doubt the 
earth will not pass threugh the tail at 
all, but will pass to the south of it. The 
reason for this is simple. The tail lags 
behind in the plane of the comet’s orbit; 
the comet’s orbital plane makes an angle 
of 18 degrees with the earth’s orbital 
plane; the retardation of the tail there- 
fore draws it away from the plane in 
which the earth is moving, and the earth 
will pass to the south of it. The observed 
potition of che tail this morning was ap. 
preciably further north than that of yese- 
terday morning. 


igteresting situation. If we could have 
aaevel the entire comet this morning 
we should have seen the head of the 
comet well below the sun and the tail 
extending far above the sun. We have 
been so nearly in the plane of the comet’s 
orbit during the last fortnight that it 
has been impossible to observe directly 
the lagging of the tail for the curvature 
has been away from us. If the observer 
were situated out in space, far to the 
north, or the south of the earth and 
the comet, he would undoubtedly have 
been able to see the tail strongly curved 
backward with reference to the direc- 
tion or motion of the comet. 

“Our conclusion yesterday that the 
tail was lagging was based on the fact 
that the angular diameter of the taii 
did not increase or of as it should 
have done had the tail been pointing 
exactly away from the sun.”’ 


MAY MISS THE TAIL. 


Prof. Russell Thinks We May Meet 
the Southern Edge, Though. 


‘ Special to The Nerv York Times. 
.PRINCETON, N. J., May 19.—Although 
bright moonlight makes observations of 
the comet difficult to-night, Prof. Henry 
N. Russell of Princeton’s astronomical de- 
partment expects to be able to make a 
satisfactory observation at about 3 o’clock 
to-morrow morning. In reference to the 
reported statement by Dr. Campbell of 
San José that we might not pass through 
the tail of the comet at all, Prof. Russell 
said to-night: ; 

“From the appearance at Princeton 
this morning, it looked as if it was likely 
that we would pass through the southern 
edge of the tail. Prof. Campbell, however, 
observing three hours later, would be in 
a better position to make @ more accu- 
rate estimate, and it may be that we will 
pass just outside of the tail.’’ 

Prof. Russell declared that the reason 
the earth had not yet reached the comet’s

CONFIRMS BESSELL’S THEORY. 


Harvard Astronomers Say Observa- 
tions Show the Tail Rotates. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 19.—The re- 
port that the tail of Halley’s comet was 
sighted last night in the east by three 
well-known astronomers, despite the fact 
that the nucleus probably did pass be- 
tween the earth anc tne sun iate last 
mieht, was received with much interest 
ut no great surprise by the astrono 
at the Harvard Observatory. . en 

The Harvard astronomers declare that 
the tail is lagging far behind the head of 
the comet. They say the report tends to 
confirm the theory first evolved by Bes- 
sell when MHalley’s comet appeared in 
1835, that the tail rotates. 

This theory of the rotation of the tail of 
a comet has been under. discussion for 
many years. It was thought to be notice- 
able in Moorehead’s comet of last vear. 
It means that the tail of the comet 
changes its position or inclination accord- 
ing to its position relative to the plane of 
the earth’s eliptic. The Harvard astrono- 
mers said yesterday that they did not 
think. the earth would enter the tail of 
the comet, if it did at all, for many hours 
after the head passed between the earth 
and the sun. This sighting of the tai] in 
the east last night apparently bears out 
their theory. 

This dispatch was received at the Har- 
vard Observatory to-aay rrom Prof. W. 
W. Campbell of Lick Observatory: 

Halley’s comet was visible in the eastern 

sky this morning. Its tail was at least 140 

degrees in length, and lags far behind the 

radius vector. The earth will probably not 
pass through the tail. 

Prof. Campbell’s observation of the tail 
shows that it stretches across. the 
heavens from the eastern horizon, through 
the zenith, and more than halfway down 
toward the western horizon. 

The dispatch agrees with a statement 
by the Rev. Mr. Metca the Taunton 
astronomer, who this aftermoon expressed 
the opinion that the earth would pass 
south of the tail of the comet. Mr. Met- 
calf doubted if the tail of the comet would 
be visible to-night, owing to the bright- 
ness of thé moon. . 


FUTILE COMET EXPEDITIONS. 


Astronomers in Hawali See Sun Spots, 
but Fail to Detect the Visitor.

Rinn, who has offered La Pal- 
ladino $1,000 if she can produce a certiin 
percentage (the exact figure has not as yet 
teen agreed upon) of genuine phenomena 
at the projected séance, made a state- 
ment to a-Timxes repdrter yesterday, in 
which he said that his twenty years’ ex- 
perience as an unmasker of mediums, his 
work with Dr, Richard Hodgson, Prof. 
fIiyslop, and others, and his long associz- 
tion with British.and American Psychical 
Research Societies should preclude the 
idea that he was ignorant of the coni:l!- 
tions claimed by ee as essential for 
the production of their phenomena—ag in- 
timated by Hereward Carrington in his 
communication published in Tum Timus of 


Wednesday. Mr. Rinn said: 


‘**Mr. Carrington overlooks this: Super- 
normal phenomena have never been és- 
tablished as a fact. It is absurd to base 
conditions of restraint and surveillance 
upon presupposing the existence of that 
fact. Until it has been proved that this 
fact does exist, it is absurd to attempt 
to do such an important. thing as to de- 
fine it: The conditions I and my col- 
leagues want Eusapia to submit to are 
those which will.simply prevent trickery 
on her part. Such conditions we shall in- 
sist on, Under these conditions, I should 
be pleased to lose $1,000 if by so doing I 
shall have helped to prove that unknown 
forces exist in nature such as are be- 
lieved in by many. 

‘It is a waste of time to permit condi- 
tions which will allow the medium to 
utili wer normal powers.”’ 


Columbia Phenomena. 
' “Do you consider that the conditions 
at Columbia University were such as to 
preclude fraud?’’ the reporter asked. 
“They were and they were not. Part 
of the merit of the exposure published 


by Profs. Jastrow and Miller has been 
vitiated by Profs. Pitkin and Montague, 
the very men who showed at the séances 


the least ability to originate any protect- \ 


ive measures against_ fraud. 

‘‘ At a final séance, the details of which 
have not yet been made public, given 
solely for the benefit of Profs, Fitkin and 
Montague, it was agreed that for about 
one-half hour Busapia Palladino should 
have no interference, and after that she 


should be controlled. What happened? 


‘“‘for the first half hour there were all 
kinds of phenomena, and then when con- 
trolled for two hours, where she could not

‘*In spite of thid fact Prof. Montague 
has ‘the assurances to assert that she 
should have been controlled by mechan- 
ical means. This claim is absurd in view 
of the fact that, without mechanical 
means when controlled by persons Who 
knew how, Eusapia could produce no phe- 
nomena, 

‘Bear in mind what I have already 
stated: ‘Supernormal phenomena have 
never been established as a fact,’ and 
how absurd becomes the-idea of introduc- 
ing the psychologist, the X-rays, and 
other absurd things to analyze and define 
what has not yet been. proved to exist! 

‘*In my opinion, Profs. Pitkin and Mon- 
tague may be called the Lombroso and the 
Flammarion of America. They indorse 
what has not been proved to exist—the 
presence of supernormal force, 

‘*‘One word more, Howard Thurston’s 
offer of $1,000, if Kusapia Palladino could 
be proved a complete fraud, is a farce, as 
a complete negative could never be 
proved. The fact that he is a magician 
does not mean that he may nl have been 
fooled ‘at the sitting which inspired his of- 
fer. His predecessor, Kellar, thoughtless- 
ly made a similar statement, which he re- 
gretted all his life. It was in regard to 

a slate-writing medium 

**T am tnclined to believe that when Mr. 
Thurston Offered $1,000 for an absolute 
negative—a logical, philosophical, and, as 
I believe, a physical impossibility—he was 
not acquainted as to how near that nega- 
tion had been approached in the Columbia 
University sittings.’’ 


lf Palladino Wins Her Case. 
To the Elitor of The New York Timea; 

Possibly my ‘reading of the conditions of in- 
vestigation into the reality of the Palladino 
phenomena may be erroneous, but it will 
haps do no harm to sound a single note of 
warning. 

As I understand the subject of tite seance to 
take place in TuHp TIMES tower, success or 
failure, with incidental property right in two 
thousand-dollar bills, will be made to depend 
upon the “‘ medium’s”’ ability to convince the 
judges that a table has been raised (" levi- 
tated ’’ being, I believe, the correct jargon) 
from the floor by an occult or mysterious 
power, briefly to be described without tangible 
push or pull.

Also Public ‘Service Commissions Bill, 
Consolidated Raliroad Law, and 
Water Storage Resolution.

ALBANY, May 19.—In the usual rush 
of the closing days of the session the 
Senate cleared its calendar to-day of 
several of the most important bills of 
the year. -Without @ebate it voted down 
the bill to provide funds needed in con- 
nection with the acceptance of the gifis 


of land and money for a Hudson River, 


park, and passed-the Public Service Com-~ 
missions bill, the Consolidated Railroad 
law, the Callan Automobile bill, and the 
Merritt Constitutional amendment to per- 
mit the storage of water on State lands 
in the Adirondacks. It also passed two 
more of the Agnew-Perkins bi as 
signed to perfect the anti-betting law. ~ 
Senator Bayne, who is in charge of the 
Hudson River Park legislation, thinks the 
bill defeated to-day may yet be passed on 
reconsideration. It permits the State to 
issue bonds to the amount of $2,500,000 to 
complete the park. Under the Constitu- 
tion, the bid must secure thirty-four votes 
and must be submitted to the people at 
the polls for approval. Should the Senate 


refuse to reverse itself, the project is/| 


killed, at least for the present. 

In addition to 10,000 acres given by 
Mrs. BE. H. Harriman was a gift of $1,000,- 
000, also from Mra. Harriman, to pur- 
chase more land. J. Pierpont Morgan, 
John D. Rockefeller, and others who haves 
country places along the Hudson had 
contributed to a fund aggregating $1,600,- 
000, to be used in the development of the 
park. 


‘**T cannot understand the action of thé! 


Senate to-day,” said Senator Bayne to- 
night. ‘“‘I never suspected any opposil-+ 
tion and no one spoke against the plan.

Story Hushed Up at Inquest on British 
Captain, and Verdict of Suicide While 


Temporarily Insane Is Returned.

LONDON, May:19.—Behind the death 
of: Capt. Claude Champion De Cres- 
pigny, who committed suicide yester- 
day, is a story of infatuation for @ 
prominent young American woman, 
who, since her marriage two years ago, 
has been living here, where she is well 
known and extremely popular. 

For some time past there had been 
a good deal of gossip.concerning the 
evident strong attachment between the 
unfortunate officer and the young wo- 
man in question, the culmination being 
reached a few days since, when Capt. 
Champion De Crespigny is understood 
to have been served: with papers in & 
divorce suit brought by the» husband of 
the woman; in which Capt. De Cres- 
pigny was named as co-respondent. 
The latter was a man of highly strung 
temperament and took the matter very 
much to heart, and it is supposed that 
he believed the only possible chance to 
save the woman’s name and honor was 
to commit suicide. 

There was some belief that the whole 
story would come out at the inquest, 
which was held to-night at Kingscliffe, 
but this was not the case. The jury’s 
verdict was that the deceased shot him- 
self while temporarily insane. 

A physician testified that the Cap- 
tain had suffered from influenza, which 
was very likely a cause of mental de- 
rangement. ait! 

Sir Claude Champion De Crespigny, 
the father, said his son had suffered 
many sévere falls in steeplechasing and 
polo, which might have caused tem- 
porary insanity. So far as he knew his 
son had nothing to trouble him. There 
had been no quarrels or family discord. 

The Coroner, in summing up, said he 
felt confident that the shooting was 
a result of temporary derangement, ex- 
plainable by {fllness, and especially by 
the deceased’s influenza, falls, and

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 19—A 


surprise at the opening session of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly to-day 
was the election of the Rév. Dr. Charles 
Little, pastor of the Wabash Presbyterian 
Church of Wabash, Ind., as Mdderator. 

Perhaps the most surprised man among 
the 900 Commissioners was Dr. Little 
himself, who had earnestly urged ,his 
friends not to present his name. He was 
elected on the third ballot by a vote of 
476 to the Rev. Dr. George Alexander's 
319. Dr. Alexander is the pastor of Uni- 
versity Place Church, New York, and his 
election had been expected. 

At.the.close of the third ballot, Dr. 
Alexander made a motion that Dr. Little 
be elected Moderator by a unanimous 
-vote. This was carried with a cheer. 
Other candidates were Prof. Andrew C. 
Zenos of McCormick Theological Semi- 
nary, Chicago, and the Rev. Dr. Ethel- 
bert D. Warfield, President of the La- 
fayette College. | 

Dr. Little probably owed his election to 
the announcement that Indiana had not 
had a Moderator in fifty years. He has 
been pastor of the Wabash Church for 
forty years, and Stated Clerk of the 
Synod of Indiana for twenty years. He 
is the son of a. preacher, the father of a 
preachér, and six of his brothers are 
preachers. For two or three generations 
the Littles have been ‘“ pioneer preach- 
ers’ in the Middle West. 

The oy holds its sessions in the 
Music Hall of the steel pier, 1,750. feet 
from the boardwalk. It is handsomely 
decorated with National colors for the 
ente nment of the highest legislative 
body of the Presbyterian Church. 

From 8 o’clock in the morning until 11 
the commissioners thronged the pier, re- 
newing acquaintanceships of former years 
and discussing the important. business 
which the assembly is expected to trans- 
act. Many of the commissioners attend- 
ed the pre-assembly evangelistic confer- 
ences which the Rev. Dr. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man has been directing. 

Among the 940 commissioners were two 
Japanese and four full-blooded Indians. 
From Alaska came the Rev. Edward 
Marsden of Sakman, a Tsimpsian Indian, 
who is devoting his life to teaching the 
Gospel to his race. He is a graduate of 
Marietta College and Maine Theological 
Seminary. George Whitfield of Washing- 
ton State, is another Indian commissioner. 

An interesting family reunion took place 
when three brothers, all of whom are in 
the ministry and who had not met for 
years, clasped hands. All three are com- 
missioners, to the assembly. The Rev. 
Hugh Montgomery comes from Kalama- 
zoo, Mich.; the Rev. 8. T. Montgomery 
from Los-.Angeles, and the Rev. D. R. 
Montgomery from Cle Elum, Wash. There 
is a fourth brother, also a minister, who 
lives in Pittsburg. 

A matter of pressing interest is the 
“New York Presbytery case.’ This is 
now before the Judicial Commission. The 
case concerns three students of Union 
Theological Seminary, Messrs. , Black, 
Steen, and Fitch, who were licensed to 
reach by. the New York Presbytery. 
hould the Judicial Commission refer the 
case to the Assembly, .@ memorable de- 
bate will ensue.

OIL-BURNING LINER TRIAL. 


; 
Successful Trip of the Metropolitan 
Liner Yale to Ambrose Lightship. 
The first oil-burnitig passenger vessel 
to sail: from this port, and the first tur- 


bine vessel anywhere to use oil as fuel 
went down to the Ambrose Channel Light- 








Ship. yesterday to demonstrate to friends, | 


engineers, and shipping men that thé fuel | 


has come to supplant coal as a steam gen- 
erator. 


The oil burner is the Metropolitan liner 
ale. Her officers say that the trip was 
highly @uccessful, and that at any rate 
one great problem is solved, the supply 
of ‘labor for the stoke hold, The Yale 
left: her pier and went to the open sea 
with only six men keeping steam up. 
With coal she would have required forty- 
eight men shoveling and coal, 
the Yale, under Capt. Thomas 3, 
Hawes, cast off from Pier 9, North River, 
shortly before noon. Before she put clear 
she ran foul of a string of coal-barges 
ahead and a tug towing a schooner astern. 
So her skipper nad to nold her against the 
tide while the barges passed ahead, a 
feat of navigation which won a plause 
from those aboard her. After gettin free 
the Yale headed down the bay. o at- 
tempt at speed was made, but she went 


along at about an average of 17 knots! 


with oecasional bursts of 24 knots at an 
expenditure of 1,000 gallons of oil an 
hour. According to Robert MacGregor, 
consulting engineer, the engines under oil! 
fuel developed some 8,U0U horse power. 

Down in the heat of her engine room 
the force of men was working apparently 
with little expenditure of energy. hey 
kept the oil supply running freely and the 
tanks filled, while the Yale met every de- 
mand made upon her. All they had to do 
was to keep the oil burners under each 
of the big boilers going. It was a touch 
of the valve here and an increase of the 
supply of oil there to keep up the terrific 
heat so as to give a steady pressure on 
the turbines. 

The ease with which the oil is handled 
is one of the points in its favor. When 
the barge is alongside a connection is 
made with a 6-inch hose to the intake pipe 
on the main deck. The oil is transferred 
direct into the double bottom of the ves- 
sel. From there it is pumped by special 
suction pumps into two large tanks, each 
having a capacity of 6,000 galions. This 
quantity is sufficient to keep the vessel 
going at top speed for four hours. . 

From the tanks the oil is forced by 
duplex pumps through a series of filters 
and meters into the 38-inch main supply 
pipe. This pipe branches off into smaller 
pipes, which convey. the oil to the indi- 
vidual burners. here are thirty-six 
burners on the Yale, three under each of 
the twelve boilers. The capacity of the 
double bottom set apart for oil fuel is 
100,000 gallons. 

The guests were taken to the engine 
room, where they had a chance to see 
the oll sprays burning fiercely under each 
boiler, and the small but alert force 
standing by each valve. Consulting. En- 
gineer MacGregor explained how the fires 
were fed and the advantages of oil as 
fuel. It is claimed that not only does oil 
solve the labor problem, but it is more 
cleanly and maintains a steadier pressurs 
than coal, which means a better main- 
tained schedule of time from port to port.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Oscar Lawler, 
Assistant Attorney General for the In- 
terior Department, who. wrote the now 
famous Lawler memorandum “as if he 
were President,” had at that time, ac- 
cording to devetopments before the Bal- 
linger Investigating Committee to-day, @ 
long standing grudge against Glavis be- 
cause the latter had once charged him 
with incompetency. Mr. wler in- 
sisted, however, that this fact did not in 
any way affect his decision, which was 
based upon the records in the case, and 
that he was prejudiced only as ‘‘ one may 
be prejudiced in favor of an honest man 
and against a dishonest one.’’

He had no clashes with counsel, 
but for the most part kept his eyes firmly 
fixed upon the table before him when 
replying to questions. Mr. Brandeis led 
carefully up to the point where the ill- 
feeling between Lawler and Glavis began 
some three years ago. He induced Mr. 
Lawler to say that he “ fully realized the 
responsibility ’’ placed upon him by the 
President in requesting him to prepare 
the memorandum. 

Mr, Lawler said he had entered upon 
the duty in a judicial manner, and he 
declared that the confidence which h3% 
had in Secretary Ballinger and his sub- 
ordinates did not influence him in his 
action, his course being guided solely by 
the records in the case. He was asked 
why it was that he had considered cer- 
tain documents in the case and had 
omitted to call attention to others, nota- 
bly the two reports adverse to the Cun- 
ningham claims, which were in the office 
at the time Ballinger clear-listed those 
claims. Mr. Lawler replied that he 
thought he had included everything ma- 
terial. Although he at first said he had 
made no charges against Glavis except 
insubordination, he afterward admitted 
| he had accused him of untruthfulness,

the statement that he knew what coun- 
sel was ‘‘driving at.’ He went on to 
say that while he had been United States 
District Attorney in Southern California 
and Glavis was in charge of the wend 
Office at Oakland, a subordinate of Glav- 


jis; with the: Jatter’s approval, had made 


charges against him, alleging that he was 
not eompetent to try a certain land case. 
These charges went up to the Attorney 
General, were dismissed, Lawler was ex- 


onerated, and, according to his state 
ment, the defendants were convicted. 
Mr. Brandeis asked that the record in 
the case be produced. He wanted, he 
said, to show that Lawler had prosecuted 
certain defendants and had “failed to 
prosecute others.’’

The paper which the Democrats failed 
to sign also gave a place of advantage 
to the New Mexico and Arizona Statehood 
bill. Senators Hughes and ailey 
pressed the necessity for the passage ol 
the Statehood bill as a. consideration for 
any concessions that might be made on 
the railroad measure. *

ATTACKS TECHNICAL SCHOOLS 


Bockwalter Telis Typothetae They Ed- 
ucated Away from Work, Not for It. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Charles Book- 
walter, ex-Mayor of Indianapolis, speak- 
ing before the United Typothetae of 
America to-day on the subject of the 
future of Winona Technical Institute, de- 
clared that the tendency of the average 
American technical school was to edu- 
cate boys away from work, and not to- 
ward it. 

“The average American boy is getting 
to think it is dishonorable to work with 
his sleeves rolled up,’ Mr. Bookwalter 
declared. “It is almost the same way 
with the girls. I hope to see established 
at Winona a department of domestic 
science where girls can be prepared to 
marry and be able to boil lard without 
burning it.’’ 

When he touched on the subject of 
labor union influence on technical. insti- 
tutions he aroused the Typothetae to such 
a pitch of enthusiasm that it voted $3,000 
to the support of Winona, “Iam a union 
man myself, and carry a union card,’ 
said Mr. Bookwalter, “‘ but I am not a 
union crank. When the labor unions 
wanted to dictate the education of boys 
at Winona I called a halt. . The day when 
an American laborer says no. boy shall 
have a ‘technical education except under 
his direction—that day he ceases to be an 
American citizen.” 


STEEL PLANTS ASSAILED. 


Labor Man Refers to Them as Slaugi- 
ter Houses and Guilty of Murder. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.~Strong state- 
ments were made to-day concerning steel 
manufacivring companies in Pennsyivania 
by Arthur E. Holder, legislative agent of 


tthe American Federation of. labor, at a 
hearing before the Senate Committee cn 
Public Health’ and. National Quarantine 
in connection with the Owen bill, provid- 
ing for the création of a Department cf 
Labor and Health. 

In support of the bill he told the com- 
mittee that the representatives of labor 
organizations during the strike at the 
Pressed Steel Car Works at McKees 
Rocks had advertised that concern as a 
‘‘human slaughter house.’’ 

“A few days ago,” Mr. Holder furtner 
said, ‘I was in the office of a Pennsyl- 
vania member of Congress. and was in- 
formed that in the hospital of one of the 
Pennsvivania steel concerns ‘ willful mur- 
der was committed when it was found 
that it would be better for the company 
to have a dead man than a cripple.’ 

Senator Smo2ot demanded the name of 
the concern, and his informant. Mr. Hold- 
er responded that the concern was the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, and he prom- 
ised to supply the committee with all the 
facts connected with the charge. 

He stated prior to this that one manu- 
facturing concern in Ohio was reported 
to have * killed’’ 1,200 men in nine years. 
Senator Smoot challenged these figures, 
and Mr. Holder said that he had no first- 
hand information concerning them. 

All the speakers to-day supported the 
measure. 


“FROM THE CANNON’S MOUTH” 


Chaplain’s Prayer In House. Makes 
Members Look at Speaker’s Chair. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.— Although 
members of the House listen reverently 
to the daily prayer of its blind chap- 
lain, the Rev. H. N. Couden, it is seldom 
that an invocation creates comment in 
the cloak rooms as did that Mr. Couden 
delivered to-day. Perhaps it wa3 merely

Many Risks Now Refused May Be Ac- 
_cepted at Special Rates—Tables for 
145 Classes in Preparation. 





When_.you take out a life insurance pol- 
icy in this country or in Canada a few 
months hence you will be asked a good 
many more questions than policy seekers 
have been asked in the past, according to 
& statement made last night at the dinner 
of the Actuarial. Society of America at 
the Hotel Astor, : 

The profession or trade you have fcl- 
lowed will, for one thing, have more to 
do with the amount of premium you have 
to pay, and you will not be so likely to 
be refused becatse your medical history 
is “‘bad.” If your mother and father 
both died of tuberculosis, for example, 
you will not necessarily be refused as a 
risk by many of the big life insurance 
companies, as in the past. Two or more 
Ceaths from cancer in your family tree 
may not necessarily make their exam- 
iners shake their heads at you. 


A different system of judging whether 
or not a policy seeker is a good or a bad 
risk is about to be adopted by all the big 
companies in the United States and Can- 
ada, it was learned last night from the 
Actuary of one of the best-known life in- 
surance companies of this country. 

People who seek policies will not all be 
judged alike, as, more or less, they have 
been judged in the past. Each man, ace 
cording to his method of livelihood or the 
peculiarities of his family history, will 
be classified in a “special” way. His 
calling and ancestry will put him accu- 
rately and scientifically in one of about 
145 “special” classes. For each of these 
there will be a different premium. 

The healthy navaj officer, for example, 
will pay a different premium from the 
healthy saloon keeper. The policy seeker 
who has had two deaths amen his near 
ancestors from tuberculosis will have to 
pay a different premium from the olicy 
seeker whose family shows a similar 
record with regard to cancer or epilepsy, 
Statistics for these 145 “special risks” 
have been quietly prepare during the 
past year by a committee of the chief 
actuaries of all the leading life insurance 
companies, and these form only the first 
step in the statistical investigation. which 
the committee intends to carry on.

More Groundwork of the Pian to Re- 
vive the System Depends on Reduc- 
tions in Leased Lines Rentals. 





The desire of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway bondholders to have the fore- 
closure sale of the property under the 
collateral trust mortgage of 1898, known 
as the Guaranty Trust Company mort- 
gage, postponed until the decree of fore- 
- @losure had been prepared in the suit 
based upon the refunding mortgage of 


1902, of which the Morton Trust Com- | 


pany was trustee, became cléar yesterday. 
Bronson Winthrop, counsel for the Mor- 
ton Trust Company, which is now merged 
with the Guaranty Trust, went before 
Judge Lacombe in the United States Cir- 
cult Court and submiited.a form of de- 
cree which, if approved by the court, 
would allow the common bondholding in- 
terest to bid in the property without pay- 
ing any cash at all, merely by assuming 
the Hens against it, to which the court 
may give priority over the two bond is- 
sues, or either of them. 

The upset price named by Judge La- 
combe in the decree of foreclosure handed 
down in the suit under the Guaranty 
‘Trust mortgage of 1898 was $10,000,000. 
This sum, according to the decree, had 
‘to be paid inte the court in cash, out of 
“which was to be disbursed the amount of 
the claims given preference over that 
particular issue of bonds. Until yester- 
day the form of decree for the sale under 
the Morton Trust Company mortgage had 
mot been submitted to the court, and con- 
sequently the upset price for that sale, 
covering the assets which the court has 
Beparated from the lien of the 1898 mort- 
gage, has not been fixed. It has _ been 
believed that the upset price for the 1902 
mortgage would be in the neighborhood of 
$4,000,000, as there are considerable par- 
cels of real estate securing those bonds 
which the earlier issue does not touch. 

This $14,000,000, or the $10,000,000 named 
fin the decree on the 1898 mortgage, plus 
whatever upset price the court fixed for 
the 1902 mortgage, would have to be raised 
in cash by:the joint bondholders’ reor- 
ganization committee, which is- intending 


to bid the property in, if the sales either 
separately or jointly proceeded in the 
regular course of things. But under the 
form of decree which Mr. Winthrop sub- 
mitted vesterday it would be possible for 
the holders of the prior issue of bonds to 
refuse to bid at all, and then for the 
holders of the junior bonds to bid in the 
roperty at a nominal price, subject to all 
he Mens, including that of the mortgage 
of 1898. 


Court Seems Not Impressed. 


Having obtained the possession of the 
property in this way and being free from 
the domination of the court, the bond- 
holders would then be free, inasmuch ag 
the trusteeship under both mortgages is 


now merged in one institution—the pres- 
ent Guaranty Trust Company—and the 


majority of both issues of bonds are de-|! 


rosited with the one reorganization com- 
mittce, to operate if without reorganiza- 
tion as long as they saw fit, and hold up 
the approved classes of claims pending 
the reorganization. Long litigation over 
these claims, which have now been in the 
courts for nearly three years, would un- 
questionably result if this course were 
taken. 

When Mr. Winthrop handed up his pro- 
posed form of décree yesterday Judge La- 
combe was quick to perceive its effect. 

“This .decree,’’ remarked he, ‘‘ would 
ellow those interested in the foreclosure 
to get possession of the property covered 
by the two mortgages without even pay- 
ing the upset price mentioned in the 
Guaranty Trust decree, by not bidding 
when the property covered by the first 
mortgage was put up, and then bidding 
at the sale under the Morton Trust mort- 
gace.”’

Attorneys for Creditors Notified. 


Judge Lacombe did not further indicate 
his views, as ht took the papers submit- 
ted by counsel and reserved his decision. 
He directed the attorneys for the con- 
tract ereditors, who want certain. bonds 


placed under the 1902 mortgage segre- 
ated to meet their claims, and Benjamin 
. Catehings, attorney for the committes 
of accident creditors, who contends that 
these claims should be preferred over 
the bonds, to file their ideas as to the 
modification of the form of decree by 
to-morrow, ‘after which the court will 
work out the decree in its final shape. 
According to the plans of the bondhold- 
ers’ committee, as outlined in THE TIMES 
last Saturday, there are two important 
negotiations involved which will require 
considerai:le time to be brought to a con- 
clusion. One is that proposed to the hold- 
ers of the underlying securities of the 
Metropolitan system on which extortion- 
ate dividends are being paid as rental, 
The reduction of these rentals is deemed 
by the bondholders essential to the con- 
tinued operation of the system on present 
lines, and they must thrash out with the 
owners of these roads. whether it is for 
the mutual interest to readjust the rentals 
according to actual earnings or let many 
of the subsidiary lines go out of the 
Metropolitan to shift for themselves. 
The other negotiation, necessarily de- 
pendent upon that just mentioned, in- 
volves the taxes of the Metropolitan, 
which now eat up 10 per cent, of the 
gross income. he bondholders have 
hoped to be able to make an adjustment 
of taxes in bulk as a part of a plan to 
share profits with the city, but the dis- 
cussion following TH® MES’ publica- 
tion of the bondholders® plans has shown 
that until the item of special franchise 
taxes, which contributes about half the 
total, has been revised through action in 
the courts it will not be much use to ap- 
proach the public authorities. 


All Depends on Lease Rentals. 


The reduction of the special franchise 
taxes, however, under a recent decision 
of Justice,O’Gorman with respect to the 
back franchise taxes; cannot be asked for 
so long as the extravagant rentals are 


being paid, for, Justice O’Gorman held, 
the courfsS must assume that the rentals 
paid on the subsidiary lines are the meas- 
ure of the value of the special franchises 
on such ines, and cannot consider évrn- 
ings disproportionate to these rentals so 
long as the lessee company gives its 
sanction to the arrangement by continu- 
ing the lease and paying. them. 

All of these conditions mean delay, and 
delay means that interest will have to be 
paid on $10,000,000 or more from the time 
of the foreclosure sale wnffl the definite 
reorganization. The advantage to the 
bondholders. of getting the properties 
merely by the assumption of certain liens 
and without putting up the cash is ob- 
vious, but whatever the outcome of their 
attempt the situation is now thoroughly 
disclosed where further developments will 
wegeene quickly a matter of public rec- 
ord. 


MURRAY HILL. HOTEL SOLD. 


B. L. M. Bates, the Present Lessee, 
Gives $1,796,500 for ‘t at Auction. 


The Murray Hill Hotel was sold at auc- 
tion yesterday in the Vesey Street sales- 
room for $1,796,500. The purchaser was 
B. L. M; Bates, the lessee of the property, 
who also manages the Hotel Belmont. 
This is the highest price paid for a parce] 
of New York real estate in the auction 
room for many months. Joseph P. Day 
was the auctioneer. 

The offering of so well-known and valu- 
able a property as the Murray Hill Hotel, 


which occupies the entire Park Avenue 
block front on the west between Fortieth 
and Forty-first Streets, with a depth of 
930 feet on Fortieth Street and 130 feet on 
Forty-first Street, brought out a large 
number of real estate investors and oper- 
ators. Bidding was started at $1,200,000 
by William L. De Borst, representing the 
Cruikshank Company. 

William H. Wheelock of the Douglas 
Robinson, Charles S. Brown Company then 
stepped in, and between the two the price 
was quickly raised to $1,775,000 en 
John Delahunty, one A for Mr. Bates, 
began bidding, and the price was advanced 
until the final bid of $1,796,500 by Mr. 
Delahunty. In the opinion of real estate 
operators, the price was regarded as re- 
markably high. The property is assessed 
at $1,400,000. 

The sale was held in a partition suit to 
settle the estate of Hugh Smith, in which 
about a dozen heirs are interested. The 
hotel, a seven-story structure, was built 
about twenty-five years ago at a cost of

ADMITS FALSE TESTIMONY: 





Former Employe Says He Denied Know- 
Ing of Frauds Because Trust Official 
Held a Mortgage Against Him. 





Te Government sprang a surprise on 
the defense yesterday in the trial of 
Charles R. Helke and five ex-employes of 
the Sugar Trust for a‘conspliracy to de- 
fraud the United States in the importa- 
tion of sugar at the Havemeyer & Elder 
piers in Williamsburg, which is going on 
before Judge Martin tn the United States | 
Circuit Court. It produced.a witness—a 


former checker employed by the trust to | 


keep tabs on the Government weighers— 
who declared that steel springs like the 
one that Richard Parr found inserted in 
the journal of Scale No. 1 in his raid of 
Nov. 20, 1907, were used in all the scales 
on the Williamsburg piers where sugar 
was weighed to fix the duty. 

Frederick Schwerdtfeger, the witness, 
said he worked for the Sugar Trust for 
many years up to 1907. He recognized the 
steel spring that Parr seized in his raid, 
said that such springs had been in use 
by the sugar company’s checkers since 
1901, and that before that, from the time 
when the Wilson tariff of 1804 was passed, 
a little bag of lead pellets had been| 
openly attached to the scale mechanism 


by the Sugar Trust's checkers in such a| 


way as to decrease the registry of the 
apparatus. Schwerdtfegwer’s wife then 
identified the steel spring, saying that she 
had often seen her husband bring home a 
similar one in the time in which he 
worked for the sugar company. 

The evidence of Schwerdtfeger is the 
worst blow that the defense has received 
thus far, for unless vitiated by @ con- 
trary affidavit and testimony, which 
Schwerdtfeger declared he gave because 
Spitzer, the trust’s pier boss, held @ mort- 
gage on his farm, it will dispose of the 
suspicion that the defense in the previous 
trials had been able to cast upon Parr’s 
story of finding. a apring | in only one of 
the Government scales. he examination 
of the other scales has revealed holes in 
the stanchions like the hole in No. i 
scale, but the defense has always sought 
to imply that Parr concocted his story out 
of whole cloth and foisted the steel spring 
upon the Government. 

Schwerdtfeger was called to the stand 
by Henry L. Stimson, who is conducting 
the case of the prosecution, as soon as the 
attorneys for the defense had finished 
their cross-examination of Parr yesterday 
morning. Mr. Stimson held up the little 
steel spring which Parr said he found, and 
asked if the witness had ever seen any- 
thing like that before. Schwerdtfeger 
said he had. 

‘‘ Who had it?” asked Mr. Stimson. 


All Had Steel Springs. 


“We all had them,” replied the witness, 
who went on to say that he had secon 
these springs used in his employment by 
the sugar company in 1907, and had seen 
them used by Checkers Boyle, Coyle, Hen- 


nessy, and Kehoe, who were convicted on 
the Ath trial; Voelker, who is on trial at 
this time, and two others, named Rudolph 
Stein and Iieffernan: : 
Schwerdtfeger said that he worked the 
steel spring. by ones a it as far as he 
could into the journal.of the. scale throug 
the hole in the scale stanchion when the 
draft was about to be put on the weigh- 
ing platform.

GRAND JURY AFTER 2 MORE 





Cornellus Burke and Robert Kreuscher 
Must Explain Certain Sewer Inspec 
tlon Mattere—They Plead May 28. 


Matthew J. Goldner, for twenty yeers 
an office holder, and joint owner with Jo- 
seph Cassidy in the pretentious Cassidy 
Democratic Club house, in Long Island 
City, passed yesterday from a secure 
position as Queens County’s ‘‘ easy boss ” 
in retirement into the status of an jnditct- 
ead defendant, awaiting trial on charges of 
grand larceny and forgery of a public 
document. He has never been accused of 
being in politics for his health, and is re- 
puted to have taken a comfortable fort- 
une with him on his retirement with the 
Bermel régime two years ago, 

He was not allowed yesterday to come 
within hearing of creaking jatl doors 
alone. After he had been arrested on a 
bench warrant, his old friend, Joseph 
Bermel, the deposed Borough President, 
accompanied him to the Court House, and 
brought with him money enough to fur- 
nish bail at $2,500 each on both of the in- 
dictments returned. 

The Grand Jury report finding indtct- 
ments against Goldner was the first hand- 
ed up in the present graft hunt. Two 
other Queens politicians, both of them 
attached to the régime of President Law- 
rence Gresser, were also indicted. They, 
were Cornelius Burke, ex-Superintendent 
of the Bureau of Sewers, who resignd at 
the opening of the graft hunt and must 
now answer two indictments, and Robert 
Kreuscher, a Democratic District Captain 
and saloon keeper of Far Rockaway, whv 
was, according to the testimony taken 
before Commissioner Fosdick; “ taken 
care of’ by being allowed to collect 


noney as a Sewer Inspector for sewers 
he had never seen, and is now indicted 
on three counts. 
Burke and Goldner figured in the orig- 
inal reports made to Gov, Hughes: by the 
Citizens’ Committee six weeks ago, while 
the case against Kreuscher was developed 
by .Commissioner Fosdick upon. evidence 
furnished by Joseph Nelson, the deposed 
Sewer Department clerk, who confessed 
after having been turned out by Gresser.

He is the District Captain who was des- 
ignated by Borough President Gresser, 
according to testimony before Commis- 
sioner Fosdick, to receive pay for four 
weeks’ work on one occasion and for three 
weeks’ work on another as Inspector on 
a private sewer in Channel Avenue, Rock.

IGHER INDIGNANT: 





Laws Violated with Inspectors’ Consent 
When 265 Men Perished at Cherry. 


PRINCETON, Ill., May 19.—The Coro- 
ner’s jury which began last November to 
investigate the cause of the Cherry mine 
disaster, which resulted in’ the death of 
2 miners in the St. Paul Coal Company 
mine, haS reached an agreement, and 250 
separate verdicts have been returned. 
The jury says the mining laws were bro- 
ken with the knowledge and consent of 
the mine Inspectors. 

The verdicts were in three sets, one set 
fixing the cause of the death of the 
twelve men in the'rescue party who per- 
ished on the cage in the mine shaft, an- 
other set for the 187 men who were suf- 
focated in the second vein, and the third 
for the 51 men who were trapped in the 
third vein and died of exposure and suf- 
focation. The verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury vindicates John Cowley, the engineer 

who was in charge of the cage. The 
verdint blames ‘‘a confusion of signals” 
for the tragedy. 

The following verdict was brought in 
for each of the 187 pan who lost their 
lives in the second ve 

‘‘ We find that they pea to their death 
by suffocation and that the fire was 
caused by a pitched load of baled hay 
coming in contact with an oil torch. And 
we further find that there was great de- 
lay in pete hogy the men of their danger.” 

The verdict giving the cause of the 
deaths of the men in the third vein says: 
“We find that they came to their death 
by exposure and suffocation. We further 
find that the mining laws of the State of 
Illinois in relation to means of escape 
were violated with the full knowledge 
and consent of the Mine Inspectors for 
District No. 2.’’ 





SIX BISHOPS CONSECRATED. 


Imposing Ceremony Presided Over by 
Archbishop Ireland at St. Paul. 


ST. PAUL, May 19.—Archbishop Ireland 
here to-day consecrated simultaneously 
six Bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church. It is ‘the first time such a 
thing has occurred in the history of 
that church in’America. Two older Bish- 
ops assisted Archbishop Ireland, and the 
ceremony took place in the chapel of 
St. Paul Seminary, close to the spot 
where Father Louis Hennepin, the first 
Christian missionary to the region of 
the future province, landed on the bank 
of the Mississippi, ‘‘a league below the 
Falls of St. Anthony,’’ 230 years ago. 

The Archbishop, his nine Bishops, and 
his 600 priests out of 900 now in the prov- 
ince, represented a Catholic population of 
600,000. At the time the first Bishop of 
St. Paul was consecrated, sixty years ago, 
there were two priests only and perhaps 


1,000 members of the church. The conse-

Tammany Hall, he went on, had done 
more to discredit Ireland and the Irish 
than any other one agency in this coun- 
try, and Irish and Irish-Americans, mem- 
bers of Tammany, he asserted, have been 
fattening on the white slave traffic. 

Mr. Quinlan noted, too, in passing that 
Karl Marx was not the father of Social- 
ism, but thet James Thompson of Cork 
first promulgated its basic idea. 

As there was a dearth of speakers, Mr. 
Quinlan introduced Seumas O’Sheel, the 
perfect Bohemian, dilletante, and uphold- 


er of the banner of the ideal. He had a 
heavy book under one arm and a green 
hat under the other. He stood in the door- 
way at perfect ease when the Chairman’s 
eye fell upon him. He had been upstairs 
reading, for the house is the home of a 
radical organization.

O’Sheel, speaking with a charming draw! 
and with most admirable precision, ‘* when 
2 heard the sounds of eloquence down

men are our brothers.’’ 

With this encouragement the President 
of the Brooklyn Philosophical Associa- 
tion started to talk about Socialism from 
the time of the Tower of Babel.

CENTRAL PARK AGAIN. 

The big public playground proposed 
by the President of/the Board of Alder- 
men is probably much to be desired for 
the health of the poor children, but 
Central Park is not the place for it. 
There is no spare land there for new 
ball grounds, nurseries, shelters, swim- 
ming pools, and wading pools. Mr. 
MITCHEL says that everything has been 
done in Central Park that can be done 
for ‘‘the automobilist, the equestrian, 
and the pedestrian.” He does not mean 
that the people who ride in carriages 
pulled by horses have been slighted. He 
would not deny that the occupants of 
baby carriages are permitted to enjoy 
themselves, and do enjoy themselves, 
in Central Park. 

There are also accommodations, all 
that can-fairly be spared, for baseball 
and tennis players, and the belated but 
assiduous devotees of croquet; the 
amateur photographers have privileges 
in the Park; concessions are made to 
picnickers; there are swings and a 
merry-go-round; on the thresa lakes 
children and grown-ups may row or 
sail in motor boats in Summer and 
skate when there is firm ice in the 
Winter. There are various refreshment 
places with a range of prices for food 
and drink to suit all purses. There 
are goat wagons for the infants on the 
Mall, and patient donkeys for youthful 
riders near the menagerie where people 
of all ages may gaze with awe on the 
king of beasts, with unceasing astonish- 
ment on the hippopotamus, with un- 
failing amusement on the monkey. 
There are band concerts in warm 
weather, with ample provision for 
many thousands to hear the music. 

Thera ts something in Central Park 
for everybody, on foot or on horseback, 
in motor cars or carriages, and above 
all there are many acres of landscape 
gardening of a quality scarcely -sur- 
passed in the world. There cannot be 
in Central Park everything for every- 
body. Mr. MITcHEL doubtkess has a 
warm heart. He must not be permit- 
ted to respond to its appeals in defi- 
ance of the good of the whole public 
We may rely on the good judgment, 
tact, and experience of Park Commis- 
sioner SToveR in this matter. 

There is a small but growing opposi- 
tion In this city to the preservation of 
Central Park in its present form. 
Many persons would like to see build- 
ings erected in the Park. The sale of 
much of it to pay the city’s debts has 
been suggested if not advocated. There 
has been, and there will be again, much 
talk of building art galleries, concert 
halls, athletic arenas in the Park. Mr. 
STovER knows all about this. We 
fancy, too, that he knows that every 
new plan to make of Central Park 
something that it is not and was never 
designed to be serves to strengthen this 
ill-defined, unorganized, but danger- 
ous opposition to the preservation of it. 
Central Park should be preserved for 
all time as a park for all the people, 
and any increase of special privileges 
of any sort should be sternly discoun- 
tenanced. ; 
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THE COMET. 

Considerable additions to the public 
stock of knowledge about comets have 
resulted from the untiring scrutiny to 
which Hatury’s comet has been sub- 
jected since it first came within the 
range of our vision.a few weeks ago. 
As.a sort of bull against this and all 
other comets, it may be remarked that 
these additions to our knowledge are 
chiefly negative. Astronomers are s0 
accustomed to the use of minus quanti- 
ties that they will not balk at a sug- 
gestion that addition may be the result 
of subtraction. In past times men have 
known, or surmised, a great deal about 
comets that was not so. There has 
been a world of speculation as to what 
would happen if a comet should fall 
into the earth or into the sun. Prof. 
CHARLES A. YounG used to say, that if 
a comet should fall into the earth it 
would disturb the inhabitants thereof 
about as much as the throwing of a 
featherbed into the ocean would disturb 
the whales. The results of observations 


Philippines confirm this comforting 
view. Those patient astronomers, under 
the most favorable conditions, watched 
the sun during the time when the head 
of the comet traversed its disk between 
3:30 and 11 A. M. yesterday, and ob- 
served no obscuration of any part of 
the solar surface save that occasioned 
by a few sunspots, of which notice has 
been taken elsewhere. This would seem 
to be a demonstration that the head of 


ter; that these wanderers of the skies 
are throughout their whole extent gas- 
eous, the head being only somewhat 
more dense than. the tail. , 
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taken at the Jesuit observatories in the 


the comet is not made up of solid mat- 
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theories it has no substance. Yet, un- 


deniably, a good many of the earth’s 
people were not a little alarmed about 
the consequences of the passage of our 
sphere through that tail. The spectro- 
scope had told us that it contained cy- 
anogen, which is a highly unpleasant 
gas, so remarkably unpleasant, indeed, 
that if it had in sufficient quantities 
been diffused through our atmosphere 
the people of the earth would have been 
suffocated. We passed through the tall, 
or we did not pass through it—the as- 
tronomers have not quite settled the 
point yet—and nothing happenéd; Inas- 
much as astronomers have assured us 
that the whole tail of HaLtumy'’s comet, 
with {tg intolerable millions of miles of 
length, could be comfortably stowed in 
a, cask, it ig not surprising that nothing 
happened. The so-called auroral dis- 
plays were very likely connected with 
the sunspots, and not with the comet. 
We believe a meteoric stone, or some- 
thing of the kind, did fall through the 
roof of a Kansas real estate man’s of- 
fice, but that fis liable to happen at any 
time. : 

So we know now, so far as knowledge 
is possible of objects so far away, that 
the head of a comet is not composed of 
solid matter, and that the tail of 8 


j comet is of such extraordinarily tenu- 


ous composition that we can neither 
hear, taste, feel, nor smell if. So we 
really have learned something about 
comets by unlearning what we supposed 
we knew or had conjectured before. 
Ambitious to maintain its place as 
the leading comet organ, Tum Times 
yesterday announced that from the 
tower of The Times Bullding that band 
of light, 100 degrees or more in length, 
stretching from the horizon to the star 
Altair, which is the tail of the. comet, 
was still visible In the eastern skies 
from 2:30 to 8 A. M. Thursday, May 
19. It was the opinion of Miss Procror 
that this part of the tail, seen as the 
earth was passing through it, was its 
outer boundary. From this time on the 
comet will become an adornment of the 
evening skies. It should be visible scon 
after sunset, and would be but for the 
envious moon, which is just now ap- 
proaching the stage of fullness. How- 
ever, the moon may be expected to 
wane as usual, and then the comet can 
be studied without the inconvenience of 
keeping late hours. It is rapidly going 
away from us, however, and will soon 
become less brilliant. The multitudes 
of photographs that have been taken 
of HALLBy’s comet upon the occasion of 
this visit will, no doubt, be preserved, 
to be used for comparison by astron- 
omers who will study the visitor, with 
much improved instruments, upon its 
return seventy-five years hence. The 
point of chief interest will be to de- 
termine whether ft has diminished in 
breadth of head, length of tail, or un- 
dergone other changes in appearance. 
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SENATOR ALDRICH’S INGRATITUDE. 

Senator ALDRICH candidly says that 
he is opposed to the Administration 
plan for the creation of two new States 
because that would mean four more 
Democratic Senators. This is more 
candid than grateful to the Adminis- 
tration’s faithful allies. How could the 
Administration expect to promote 
Democratic policies without the assist- 
ance of Democratic votes? The Ad- 
ministration is now engaged in redeem- 
ing some Republican promises in a 
most Democratic manner, and in pro- 
moting some Democratic policies in a 
most un-Republican manner, and it is 
succeeding only by the aid of Demo- 
cratic allies. 

There is hardly one of the Adminis- 
tration’s proposals which would not 
have been stillborn but for Democratic 
aid, and there is hardly one which can 
reach the statute book without contin- 
uance of such assistance. For exam- 
ple, the Senate is now engaged in re- 
vising the recent Republican railway 
legislation, and cannot succeed without 
Democratic help. In a year or two, !f 
the Republicans are left in control of 
the Government, it is sure that they 
will be revising the present perfect pro- 
posals in like manner. In the next few 
years the Republicans will need Demo- 
cratic assistance to amend both the 
Wickersham Railway bill and the 
Dingley tariff, with all its admirable 
schedules. Those four Democratio 
Senators would be useful then, and 
Senator ALDRICH is making the task of 
his successors unnecessarily hard. 








THE INEBRIATES’ BILL. 

The bill to establish a Board of In- 
ebriety, now before Mayor Gayrwor for 
his signature, presents a remedy for an 
acknowledged evil. Men arrested for 
public intoxication lose their employ- 
ment, lose their self-respect, and be- 
come confirmed drunkards and public 
charges because of the disgraceful 
treatment accorded them at the hands 
of the law. 

A person arrested for the first time 
should be released when sobered, with- 
out the public humiliation of an ap- 
pearance in court, or of a police record 
of conviction.

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Why is there so much fuss nowadays 
about college theatricals?

feature in every discussion of them by a 
railway official, is the declaration that 
this part of the passenger service has 
hitherto been done at a Idss. Such 
unanimity cannot safely be dismissed as 
merely the result of an agreement to 
misstate facts and deceive the traveling 
public, and yet it Is hard to believe that 
for many years and for some mysterious 
reason the railway companies have been 
charging the commuters less than it cost 
to carry them. That has not been the 
custom. of these corporations, especially 
in the days before they were subject to 
as many legal restrictions and com- 
pulsions as they are now. Moreover, 
judging from commercial analogy, this 
business has characteristics which would 
seem likely to make its conduct profitable, 
even at considerable reductions from 
ordinary rates, For one thing, it is ex- 
tremely regular throughout the year, so 
that provision for {t can constantly be 
exact. For another, it Is a strictly cash 
business, and with the cash paid In ad- 
vance at that. Commuters’ trains, too, 
are comparatively inexpensive. They are 
composed of ‘“‘‘common” cars—usually 
the oldest on the road—and their speed 
Is moderate and therefore économical. 
They are asked to carry hardly any 
baggage, and the passengers are of the 
docile and well-behaved kind that makes 
no trouble. As for the lower rates which 
the commuters have enjoyed, they have 
paid for more than their monthly tickets 
—they have added not a little to the 
revenue of the freight departments. And 
since when have the railways: abandoned 
the theory that it pays to do cheaply 
business that otherwise could not be 
Yone at all? That is a rule which they 
have established and maintained, and 
they protest bitterly when certain West- 
ern States pass laws that interfere with 
adjusting rates to the local capacity to 
pay. The commuter must travel cheaply 
or he cannot travel. Also, he must 
travel cheaply or else there will be no 
suburban towns, and surely it is to the 
interest of the railways that there should 
|}be such towns, and that they should 
grow and prosper, It may be that the 
commutation traffic _1s not directly 
profitable, but that it is so indirectly 
there are many reasons for believing be- 
sides the excellent one that the railways 
have always made provision for it and 
have seemed the better content the more

One of our readers, in a letter discussing 
this still rather tenebrous episode, asks: 
“Do you, in the abstract, maintain as a 
principle that an employé, as such, should 
have @ rule of conduct differing from that 
which should govern him as a responsible 
individual? Does not an employé, acting 
under his superior’s orders, become an 
accessory if such orders require him to 
depart from the strict construction of the 
law of right? And, having so offended, 
does he not perpetuate his offense by re- 
maining silent about it, even though his 
speaking involve the conviction of his em- 
ployer?’”’ These are not questions to be 
dealt with “in the abstract,” and atill 
less is the assumption to be made that 
the only answer to them is the one de- 
manded fn cases at once clear and ex- 
treme. Our correspondent forgets that 'n 
the proceedings now in progress Secretary 
BALLINGER is not even charged with 
crime, but only with “ improper activi- 
ties ""—a matter of opinion.

TERROR IN MANHATTAN. 


The Comet In 1680, Like a Blazing 
Sun, Startled the Dutch, 


To the Editor of The New York Ttmee: 

In reading ‘‘ The Dutch and Quaker Colonies 
in America,’’ by John Fiske, I came across 
a passage which describes the effect the comet 
of 1680 had upon the minds of the people. 
This description is worth reproducing. 


Late in the Autumn of 1680 the good peo 
ple of Manhattan were overcome with terror 
at a sight in the heavens such as has éel- 
dom greeted human eyes. An enormous 
comet, perhaps the most magnificent one 
on record, suddenly made its appearance, 
At first it was tallless and dim, like a. 
nebulous cloud, /but at the end of a week 
the tail began to show itself, and in a 
second week had attained a length of thirty 
degrees; in the third week it extended to 
seventy degrees, while the whol’ mass was 
growing brighter. After five weeks it 
seemed to be absorbed into the Intense 
glare of the sun, but In four days more it | 
reappeared Iike a blazing sun itself in the 
throes of some giant convulsion, and threw 
out a tail in the opposite direction as far 
as the whole -distance between the sun 
and the earth. Sir Isaac Newton, who 
was then at work upon the mighty prob- 
lems s00n to be published to the world 
in his ‘‘ Principia,’’ welcomed this strange 
visitor as affording him a beautiful in- 
stance for testing the truth of his new 
theory of gravitation. But most people 
throughout the olvilized world, the learned 
as /well as the multitude, feared that the 
end of ail things was at hand. Elvery

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EVENING CLASSES FOR WOMEN. 


Normal College to Provide a” Course 
Next Fall. 


A plan to provide college courses for the 
women of the city, especially for teachers, 
is planned by the authorities of Normal 
College. If there is sufficient demand 
funds wfll be asked to start the experi- 
ment next Fall. The instruction .will be 
giv not earlier than 7 and not later 
than 10 o’clock in the evenings, by the 
heads of the departments and others of 
the college staff, and the courses offered 
will in no way be inferior to those given 
in the daytime, 

The entrance requirements will be the 
regular units, fixed by the Board of Re- 
gents. In thé same ay the A. B. degree 
offered will be the standard given for 
sixty hours of college work. Those who 
apply asking credit for work done at 
other institutions will be given credit for 
Such work as would obtain the approval 
of the State Department of Education. 

As outlined, the plan is to provide for 
two classes of students. The first is the 
large body of women who have completed 
the High School] course and who are anx- 
ious to continue their studies, but are pre- 
vented from doing so by duties of some 
sort during the day. There is a definite 
demand for an opportunity to pursue 
courses in the modern languages, classics, 
English literature, history, economics,. 
politics, sociology mathematics the 
sciences, and other branches. It is planned 
to offer as many and as advanced courses 
as the demand requires. It will be possi- 
bie for a student to matriculate for one 
course or for several. 


GIFT FOR OUTERBRIDGE.

The Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany has withdrawn its application to the 
State Sommissioner of Health and the 
local health officer of the town of Somers, 
in Westchester, for permission to build 
a sanitarium for the treatment of its 
tubercular employes, in deference to the 
sentiment expressed by the people of the 
City of New York in opposition to the 
construction of such a sanitarium within 
the watershed of New York City. 

The company takes the position that 
while there can be no objection to the 
building of the sanitarium within the 
watershed based on the theory of pollu- 
tion of the city water supply, it recognizes 
a sentimental objection on the part of a 
great many citizens to the erection of any 
public institution within the lands in- 
cluded in the watershed, and it prefers to 
locate elsewhere and thus avoid any pos- 
sible public criticism. 

It is announced that the company Is al- 
ready looking for another site, and that 
no time will be lost in making an applica- 
tion for permission to build elsewhere, 


MAYOR LOSES HIS FIREMAN. 


Foreman Dooley Is Recalled from the 
Gity Hall to Regular Department Duty, 


Fire Commissioner Waldo, in pursuance 
of his policy of recalling all firemen from 
special detail, ordered yesterday Foreman 
Joseph Dooley, who has been attachéd 
to the Mayor’s office for two years, to 
report for regular duty to-day. 

Dooley’s removal from the City Hall 
was made with the consent of the Mayor, 
and the Commissioner will continue the 
crusade until the large number of men 
who have been assigned to special detail 
during the past few years have been re- 
called, 

Capt. Dooley will take charge this morn- 
ing of Truck 62, at Central Avenue and 
Madison Street, Brooklyn. This house is 
only a short distance from his home.

FIGHT ON INCREASED RATES. 


Asks Commuters to Write to the Com- 
merce Commission. 


To the Hdltor of Tie Neo York Timee; 

In ré matter of proposed increase in pas- 
senger commutation rates on the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Rallroad it seems 
that the only relief open to the large number 
of commuters who reside outside of the State 
of New York is before the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. The customary procedure 
is for a person aggrieved to file a complaint 
before the commission, and the proceedings 
thereafter are quite similar to proceedings in 
the United States courts. This necessarily 
involves the employment of competent counsel 
and a very considerable sum for disbursements, 
a burden which is too oneroug for One com- 
muter, or even @ number of commuters, to 
bear, 

In ‘“‘ The Act to Regulate Commerce” the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission has power 
to institute an inquiry upon its own motion, 
and on behalf of several commuters the writer 
addressed the commission, requesting that in- 
quiry be instituted, and in a reply received 
yesterday I am notified that it now has the 
matter under consideration. 

Favorable action, however, cannot be ex- 
pected unless the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission is convinced that the feeling against 
the proposed increase is general and not con- 
fined to s few, and for that reason it is 
earnestly requested that all commuters who 
are opposed to such increase address a letter 
immediately to said Inter-State Commerce 
Commission at Washington, D. C., protesting 
against the increase, and stating from what 
station the writer commutes, the present rate, 
amd the amount of the proposed Increase,

Protesting Commiasioners Say Pian 
Wastes $5,000,000 In Easements and 
Traffic at Bridge WII! Be Choked.

Incidental to a letter from the Publis 
Service Commission to the Board of Bsti- 
mate yesterday regarding a proposed shift 
of 10 feet in the course of the Fourth 
Avenue, Brooklyn, Subway where it pase- 
es through Ashland Place, between Fourth 
Avenues and the Flatbush Avenue exte- 
sion, a vigorous memorandum by Com- 
missioners Maltbis and Bassett became 
public. The two Commissioners have op. 
posed from the start the Fourth Avenue 
route as planned. In the memorandum 
referred to here they declare that the en- 
tire scheme of that Subway under which 
contracts have been iet was going to be 


needlessly expensive and impractical from 
&@n operating point of view, 

The commission has always been 
three to two on the Fourth Avenus 
way so far as routes are concerned, Chaim 
man Willcox and Com ners Cam 
roll and Eustis constituting the majority. 
As it stands the protest of Commission~ 
ers Maltbie and Bassett cannot accom- 
Plish any practical ends, particularly now 
that the contracts have been let, for the 
majority of the commission, while recvge 
nizing the possibility of changing th cone 
tracts for construction by agreement with 
the contractors and the contractors’ sures 
ties, does not consider the question of 
route an open one, 

A good deal of attention, neverthelesa, 
was attracted by the memorandum file@ 
by the dissenfing Commissioners, wad 
argue that the existing plan of sendi 
traffic from both the Fourth Avenue a 
the Broadway-Lafayette Avenue Subways 
in Brooklyn into the four tracks running 
down the Flatbush Avenue extension and 
over the Manhattan Bridge would cause 
@ general choking of traffic and serloualy 
interfere with the profitable operation of 
any of the Brooklyn’lines, ‘he reasen 
for the shift in the Ashland Place section 
of the subway, which the majority of the 
commission propose to the Board of Esti- 
mate, is that the present layout in Asn- 
land Place will be dangerous to the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music. 

In their dissenting memorandum Comte 
missioners Maltbie and Bassett say: 

“The Fourth Avenues Subway as now 
laid out is unnecessarily expensive, is 
lacking in expected capacity, and will 
rove an embarrassment for all time to 

rooklya and lower Manhattan. Fortu- 
nately the construction has not yet pro- 
gressed so far that it is too late. The 
extravagant cost of this subway lIayous 
occurs between the corner of Hlatbush 
and Fourth Avenues and Fulton Stree 
and Flatbush Avenue, where, instead o 

Oing direct it is forced through Ashland 

lace and Fulton Street, taking two wide 
turns and requiring the use of a very 
large amount-of private real estate. . ! 

“ Ashland Place is only 50 feet wide, and 
to let the subway through all the build- 
ings on the westerly side of this street 
will need te be torn down for two Viveks. 
As it swings into Fulton Street the en- 
tire building frontage on the southerly 
side of Fulton Street, between Ashiund 
Place and Rockwell Place, will be de- 
S8troyed. On the northerly side of rulten 
Street all of the buildings wiil be ve 
stroyed for a distance of two blocks. 
This destruction of buildings and taking 
of private real estate is far greater than 
was originally expected, and if it had been 
anticipated would probably have been 
sufficient to have caused the lino to be 
placed elsewhere. 

‘The cross secifon of the present Sub- 
way is. larger than that planned bythe 


depth and width. The result is that a 
subway originally designed to pass 
through the public streets is now too large 
to be contained within the streets, and to 
make room for it the buildings along the 
subway, where land is very valuable, 
must be torn down and private land pur- 
chased. The cost to the city from destruo- 
tion of buildings, need of easements in 
private property, and excessive depth will 
probably amount to $5,000,000. In other 
words, the detour through Ashland Place 
and Fulton Street will make the expense 
about $5,000,000 more than it would be if 
@ straight layout near the surface could 
be obtained. This detour is necessary be- 
cause the Fourth Avenue subway is 
planned to go under and across the Hne 
of the present Interborough Subway. 

“The worst feature of the present lay~ 
out, however, is that the subway when

It was reported yesterday that 
steps would be taken by New York 
bankers to put a barrier in the way of 
such bogus bills as a measure of protec- 
tion against fraud. New York bankers, 
in periods of large cotton’exports, buy a 
great many of these cotton drafts ac- 
companied by bills of lading, which serve 
as security for the drifts, and it is a 
matter of natural concern to these bank- 
ers, as well as to the community gen- 
erally, that as many safeguards as pos- 
sible -be thrown about the issuance of 
these bills of lading. ‘The cotton Dills 
purchased by bankers every year run 
into several mundred millions of dollars.

THE END OF A MERGER PLAN

George W. Young and Leroy W. Bald- 
win, the Sellers, Acquired the Stock 
in 1906 to Effect Consollidations. 





The United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company stock, which was acquired from 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company in 
1906 by George W. Young and Leroy W. 
Baldwin and their associates, has been 
sold to persons identified with Interests 
which now control the United States 
Mortgage and Trust Company, with which 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and thelr associates 
recently became identified. This transac- 
tion clears up the last of the stock 
through which the Mutual Life formerly 
held control] and at the same time gives 
the ownership of all the important blocks 
of this stock to the interests dominant in 
the United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company. ‘In fact, it gives these Interests 
an actual majority of the capital stock of 
$2,000,000. 

The Young-Baldwin block amounted to 
about 1,200 shares, and at current quota- 
tions is worth about $570,000, This stock 
was acquired from the Mutual] Life in the 
course of an unsuccessful effort to bring 
about the merger of the United States 
Mortgage and Trust Company, the Wind- 
sor Trust Company, and the Empire Trust 
Company. Mr. Baldwin is President of 
the Empire Trust Company, and Mr. 
Young has been prominently identified 
with the Windsor Trust since its organi- 
zation. The group formed by Mr. Young 
and Mr. Baldwin proposed buying all the 
United States Mortgage stock, amounting 
to about 10,000 shares, formerly held by 
the Mutual Life. A first payment of about 


$500,000 was made, and then the troublous 


times of 1907 prevented the consummation 
of the plan. 
Later the Mutual Life sold about half 
of its United States Mortgage and Trust 
holdings to a syndicate headed by the 
late C. C. Cuyler, who was elected Pres- 
ident of that trust company shortly be- 
fore his death. Several months ago, Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. purchased the rest of the Mu. 
tual Life’s holdings, and thie. stock, as 
well as the stock previously purchased by 
Mr. Cuyler, was distribut & among the 
Directors at the institution and others di- 
rectly interested in its welfare. Those 
OF interests have now acquired these 
1,200 shares which originally formed the 
nucleus of the plan for the merger of 
three trust companies into one institution.

Wheat Dull and Steady—Coarse Grain

There was a dull and rather featureless trade 
in wheat most of the session. The market was 
@ little lower early, and there was somé evi- 
Gence of heavy selling West, but later the 
volume of business was light and prices slowly 
worked upward, with considerable covering by 
early sellers. The foreign markets were also 
following the decline {n America. There were 
reports of more favorable crop conditions in 
Russia. The American weather was better, 
with further rains in the American and Cana- 
dian Northwest. It was still cool, however, in 
the Northwest territory. There were com- 


plaints of insect damage in the Central West, 
and when shorts tried to cover offerings were 
light and prices quickly worked upward. Re- 
ports regarding the crop situation continue of 
a conflicting character from the Southwest, 
and there are reports of considerable damage 
by insects in Illinois. Otherwise the con- 
ditions are reported as favorable, and the rains 
have materially improved the crop. 

Cash wheat quoted: No. 2 red, Winter, $1.15, 
nominal; No. 2 red, spot, nominal, free on 
board, afloat, for export, $1.15%; No. 1 North-

Many of the corporation lawyers say 
that it is unlikely that the Supreme Court 
will hand down its, decision before the 
Summer vacations begin, which is around 
the. first of June. Should such be the 
casé the corporations subject to the tax 
will not know whether the law is to 
stand until late in the Fall. 

Already many of the smaller corpora- 
tions have sent their checks to Collector 
of Internal Revenue Anderson of the Sec- 
ond District, accompanied by a formal 
protest against the payment of the tax. 
The large corporations have also been in- 
‘etructed by their lawygs to pay the tax 
assessment under protést. By paying un- 
der protest the corporations will protect 
their legal rights, so the lawyers say. 

Fedéral officials, however, say that the 
payment under formal protest is unnec- 
essary, because in the event of the cor- 
poration tax being declared unconstitu- 
tional “the Government would refund all 
money: paid under the law, regardless of 
protests or the absence of protest. 

Among the corporations which are wait- 
ing until the last few days of the tim? 
allowed by law to pay assessments are 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
the American Tobacco Company, the 
American Sugar Refining Company, the 
Standard Oil Company, @nd, in fact, 
about all of the so-called trusts which 
heave their executive offices in this city. 

he largest certified check received by 
‘the Collector of Internal Revenue in the 
Second District was for $1,000. 
. AN assessments on corporations under 
the new Federal tax law are made by the 
Commiissioner of Internal Revenue at 
Washington and forwarded to the vari- 
ous collectors for distribution among the 
cerporations in his district. No payments 
aré made direct to the Commissioner of 
Intérnal Revenue. In fact, if the checks 
are sent to Washington they will be re- 
turned by the Department of Internal 
Revenue to the Collector in whose dis- 
trict the corporation making the mistake 
fs located. Several checks sent to the 
office of Commissioner Cabell in Wash- 

on have been returned to Collector 
Anderson here. 

Tipon receiving certified checks and 
cash. from the corporations in the Second 
District Collector Anderson deposits the 
funds in the Sub-Treasury 

The question of whether a corporation 
shall pay the Federal tax in cash or 
otherwise has been left by the Commis- 
Sioner of Internal Revenue to the dis- 
cretion of the Coijilectors. Collector An- 
derson was one of the first to announce 
that he would accept certified checks in- 
stead of cash. Some of the Collectors, 
however, are demanding payment of the 
tax in cash.

Given Lower Rate of Duty. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers handed down yesterday a deci- 
sion overruling a protest filed by D. B. 
Fisk & Co. regarding the’ classication 
of merchandise returned by the local ap- 
praiser as ‘ vegetable fibre braid, or silk 





braid.”’ 


Duty was assessed by Collector Loeb at 


the rate of 60 per cent ad valorem under 
the respective provisions of Pardgraph 
349 and 402 of the tariff act of 1909. The 
goods were claimed to be dutiable at 15 
or’ 20 per cent. ad valorem under. Para- 
graph 422 of the same act, either directly 
or by similitude by virtue of the provi- 
sion of Paragraph 481 of the act. Gen- 
eral Appraiser Howell, who writes the de- 
cision for the board, finds that the goods 
invoiced by the protestant as hat braids 
made wholly or in chief value of grass 
are entitled to the lower duty claimed by 
the importer; in all other instances the 
claim ‘of the importer for lower rates of 
duty is denied. 

In sustaining a protest filed by J. W. 
Hampton, Jr., & Co., the board decided 
that so-called booklets, hand decorated or 
lithographed, are a tae properly at the 


rate of 8 cents per und as ‘‘ booklets 
printed in whole or in snart by litho 
process or decoration by hand.” General 
Appraiser Fischer in his decision for the 
board holds that the merchandise is either 
hand decorated or lithographed, and under 
the circumstances must pay duty at the 
rate of 8 cents per pound,

Guilty of selling two women for $126 
Vas the verdict found by the Jury in Gen- 
eral Sessions at 8:45 o'clock lust night 
against Belle Moore, the mulatto “‘ mani- 
curist ” who was one of the three caught 
in the net of the “ white slave’ investi- 
gation. The day’s testimony, however, 
even from the lips of the witnesses for 
the prosecutton, did much to destroy the 
impression, so emphatically given when 
the woman was arrested, that the Distr ict 
Attorney’s office had captured a ** lead- 
ing white slave dealer of the west side.”’ 

Belie Moore is a very thin mulatto, not 
yet 30 years old, in whose flat, on West 
Forty-first Street, George A. Miller, a2 
special agent for the Rockefeller Grand; @ 
Jury, bought Alice Milton and Belle 
Woods on April 27, ostensibly for use in 
“ Brankie Fuller’s’’ two resorts in Seattle. 

There was a great stir in the courtroom 
yesterday morning, when the prosecution 
called as its second witness * Mme. Ful- 
ler,” in the person of Mrs. Frances M. 
Foster, a Radcliffe College graduate of 
gome years ago. She is in the neighbor- 
hood of 40, with dark hair and spectacles. 
Her voice is unexpectedly deep-toned and 
vibrant. She said that for more than a 
year she had not lived with her husband, 
whom she married in 1900, and that she 
did not know where he lived now, if, 
{ndeed, he was alive at all. Her own ad- 
ere she gave as the New Amsterdam 
Hotel. 

Mrs. Foster’s was no pleasant task, to 
sit on the witness stand and tell a listen- 
ing roomful of the weeks she spent in 
the Tenderloin, sometimes staying for 
hours at a stretch in restaurants, with 
eolored men and women drinking at her 
elbow. She said that she lived at the 
Hotel Albany, where George A. Miller, 
her associate in the work, and a woman 
called ‘“‘ Lena,’’ supposed to be the Smith 
College graduate, also lived. 


Negotiates with Belle Moore. 


**T was supposed to be his woman man- 
ager,’ she said, in a low voice. ‘He 
took me to Belle Moore's, and there I 
told her that I wanted young girls. All 
those in the West were older, I said, 


but I was to open a new house in Seat- 
tle—an expensive house. I told her that 
I would pay her well for an innocent girl, 
if she could get me one, and that at any 
rate I must have those who showed no 
trace of negro biood.’’ 

She told how she entertained Belle 
Moore and a girl named “ Sal’’ at lunch- 
eon in the Albany, and how later she 
wrote from Atlantic City urging the 
Moore woman on to the task they had 
set before her. 

‘*Be a good old sport, now, Belle, and 
os ema you can dd for me,’’ her note 
read. 

Under cross-examination Mrs. Foste 
was icily calm, and only smiled tees A 
at some of Lawyer Carlin’s sallie She 
said that prior to her marriage oh had 
done investigation work for the children’s 
societies of Boston, for whom she had 
worked three years, 

“And do you think it is just the proper 
thing for a college woman to’ go about 
emer negro sporting joints?”’ asked Mr. 

arlin 

Here Mrs. Foster asked for a definition 
of ‘‘sporting joint,’’ and in the time 
gained Assistant District Attorney Press 


- rushed to her assistance with an objection 


that drowned Mr. Karlin’s audible aston- 
ishment at her unsophistication. She ad- 
mitted that she had been twice in Percy 
Brown’s and three times in “ Baron” 
Wilkins’s café, but that she had never 
taken anything except champagne, and 
that Miller had always been with her. 


One Victim More Than a Child. 


There followed her on the stand a thin, 
dark woman named Amy Jackson, an 
English seamstress, who gave her ad- 
dress as 156 West Twenty-first Street. 
She testified that on April 27, the day 
the money passed in Belle Moore’s flat, 
she went with Miller as a witness, under 
the guise of “Mme. Frankie’s’’ maid. 
When it came to cross-examination she 


was close to tears, and Mr. Press felt 
obliged to admonish Mr. Karlin to “be a 


n* an.’’ 

With the opening of the case for the 
defense counsel called as his first wit- 
ness Alice Milton, one of the two girls 
who were ‘“ bo: wht.” It was her first 
ublic appearance since she and Belle 

‘oods passed into the hands of the Dis- 
trict ‘Atto orney on April 27, in whose cus- 
tody they have been ever since. [t was 
at something of a hazard that the defense 
«alled for testimony the nature and color 


of which they had had no chance to 


sound. 

It was these two girls whom Mr. Rey 
2 olds described as children not more than 
16 years old, and around whom gathered 
the anecdotes of the wept-for Teddy bear 

apd the cherished ‘‘ dolly." Alice Milton, 
not unlike the barn-storming Little Eva, 
ecnfessed to 23, and looked the part, de- 
fpite a cluster of brown curls, which she 
carefully arranged on either shoulder as 
she entered the room, She was pleasantly 
obscured by a mammoth scarlet hat, and 
throushout her testimony swung a patent- 
leather toe in the neighborhood of the 
stenographer’s left ear. 


Other Girl Had Been Married. 


She testified that the first she knew of 
the so-called ‘“‘sale’’ transaction wads 
when a white girl came from Belle 
Moore’s to Mrs. Palmer’s house in West 
Forty-first Street, where she was an in- 


mate, with the message that Belle had a 
man who wanted to take two girls to 
Seattle She went there, met Miller, and 
discussed the plan. 

‘I~ said ‘sure,’ *’ 
summed it up yesterday. 

At Belle Moore’s suggestion she sent for 
her friend, Belle Woods, laid the pro- 
posal pefore her, and that night the two 
of them welcomed Miller at Mrs. Palmer’s, 
where, they testify, he asked them if they 
were willing to go, and if they wanted any 
money 

“We said we did,’’ said Alice with a 
reminiscent smile, and told how Miller 
went to a tailor for some clothes of hers. 

Belle Woods followed her upon the 
stand. She was 25, she said, and had 
been married. She had talked it all 
over with Miller at Mrs. Palmer’s, she 
said, before she ever met Belle Moore, 
and teld him that she would go and 
that she likewise might change her 
mind. She promised to be at Belle 
Moore’s on the next day, however, when 
the money changed hands, and the girls 
were taken away in a taxicab by Miller 
and Amy Jackson. 

‘* And where have you been = since 
then?’’ asked Lawyer Karlin, who was 
pieased with this testimony, and wanted 

show that he had had no opportunity 
‘to approach the witnesses 

‘*In the Magdalen tome: ’ said Alice 
Miiton, with some venom. 

With this the defense rested, and in

WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 19.—By 
the terms of an agreement made between 
the Central Railway of New Jersey and 
its locomotive engineers the latter are 
to receive 42-0 cents per mile, as com- 
May 1, ranging from 7 to a trifle over 12 
per cent.

*T believe that a park, to realize its 
maximum usefulness, must be not only. an 
ornament, but a complete playground, and 
that the city's duty does not end when it 
has provided an open space with trces, 
grass, highways, and benches.
